Industrial development booms in ’97

Chief job to be 


posted next year 


Andover won’t get an accurate look 
at who wants to be its next police chief 
until after the New Year. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
says he will post the position, and 
therefore open the door to applications, 
during the first week of 1998. 

“Tm looking to do it early in Janu- 
ary,” says Stapczynski. “Ill probably 
post it the 5th or 6th, and have it up for 
10 days.” 

Along with some police officers, 
Selectman Larry Larsen has been ask- 
ing why it’s taking so long for the posi- 
tion to be posted. 

“T’m concerned about why there is 
no job description and why there is no 
posting of the job,” Says Larsen. 

“I don’t know what’s taking it so 
long. I think it’s because it was in Civil 
Service and that’s what we’re waiting 
for,” says Larsen. “Apparently it’s on 
the governor’s desk or something like 
that, so I wonder if that’s an issue.” 

Stapczynski confirms that the posi- 
tion has not officially been removed 
from Civil Service yet but says this has 
nothing to do with the delayed posting 
of the job, “because I knew this was on 
track.” 

° He says he has simply had other 
issues to deal with and, with the holi- 
days close by, figured it would be better 
to wait until after the New Year. 

At the request of Stapczynski, Town 
Meeting voted to remove the police 
chief from Civil Service, opening the 
position up to more and varied candi- 
dates. 

State Sen. John O’Brien informed 
him that the bill necessary to remove 
Andover’s chief from Civil Service was 
enacted by the Senate Monday, he says. 

“It’s being sent to the governor’s 
office for signing. Maybe the town man- 
ager will get a Christmas present,” says 
Stapczynski. 

Once Andover officers apply for the 
position, Larsen says he expects a panel 
made up of a police chief, a psycholo- 
gist, and a top manager from private

Santa’s mathematical magic

Knowing this to be true is the 
reason why the Townsman recently 
called Andover’s own Ralph “Skip” 
Pass, of Lavender Hill Lane, and 
asked him some Christmas-time 
questions. Dr. Pass knows a bit 
about orbiting the world, because 
he was part of the NASA team 
responsible for getting Neil Arm- 
strong to and from the moon in 
1969. 

It was Pass who came up with the 
amazing information detailed 
above. 

Intrigued by the paper’s ques- 
tions about just how magical Santa 
is — and armed with a few facts and 
assumptions — Pass discovered 
some astounding notes about 
Santa’s yearly journey to Andover. 

First of all, the weight of Santa’s 
gifts to Andover kids-at-heart is 
roughly equivalent to the weight of 
50 cars. Yet, despite this, he still 
moves faster than any animal 
known to man. 

“Santa will have between 11 p.m. 
and 6 a.m. to deliver his goodies in 
Andover,” assumes Pass. “This will 
allow him to spend 1.4 seconds 
putting the gifts in a house, eating 
cookies and drinking milk. Hope 
Santa doesn’t get indigestion.” 

It is believed by amateur Towns- 
man scientists that the 1.4 seconds 
is only about 1.3 seconds longer 
than it takes most kids to rip the 
paper off their first package. 

“Santa and his reindeer will take 
another 1.4 seconds to get from one 
house to another and will reach a 
speed of 250 m.p.h. to keep on sched- 
ule. We hope that he avoids any 
Andover Police speed traps,” writes 
Pass. 

Pass figured that Santa will visit 
around 85 percent of Andover’s 
10,892 housing units and 29,846 peo- 
ple, (These housing.and population 


figures are gathered from 1996 state 
and town surveys.) He generously 
guessed about 85 percent of 
Andover’s people celebrate Christ- 
mas and “have been good enough 
for Santa to visit.” 

Pass also figured each person 
would get two presents three inches 
deep, 18 inches long and 15 inches 
wide. 

“They were fairly large packages 
because we are good people,” says 
Pass. “I assumed with the power 
tools and the lumps of coal the aver- 
age weight would have been about 
two pounds.” 

Based on this package size, 
Santa’s presents to Andover people 
would cover 14 miles, if placed end 
to end. 

Pass says, “Santa will be deliver- 
ing an average of two gifts per per- 
son and the gifts would fill a 3,171- 
square-foot house — if they were 
stored in one house and did not 
have bows.” 

But considering the North Pole 
elves’ flair for gift wrapping, one 
can assume Santa would need more 
room for storing and carrying the 
packages than estimated by Pass. 

All of this helps explain why 
Santa has been known to drop off 
some of his larger gifts ahead of 
time. He’s got a big — and heavy — job 
on his hands and it makes sense to 
cut down on the weight when possi- 
ble. 

Pass helps to put the jolly old elfs 
task in perspective. 

“After completing his deliveries 
in Andover, Santa will have carted 
50 tons of presents and traveled 876 
miles, giving Santa and his reindeer 
a good workout in Andover,” writes 
Pass, who knows Andover is 32.1 
square miles, 31 miles of which are 
land area. 

“I hope he gets frequent flier

A female physician who has worked 
at Raytheon Company’s Andover plant 
for two decades has won a $651,834 judg- 
ment against the company for sex dis- 
crimination. 

The jury award came after a three- 
week trial in Lowell Superior Court. 

Dr. Martha Lipchitz, 57, of Tewks- 
bury, claimed in a suit filed in 1995 that 
she was unfairly passed over for a pro- 
motion to become 
Raytheon’s corporate 
medical director, 
because the company 
wanted a male in the 
position. She has been 
working for the com- 
pany since 1975. 

Raytheon claimed 
it had not discrimi- 
nated, arguing in 
court that the reason 
it named Dr. Harry 
Azadian to the post 
was because he was a 
board-certified physi- 
cian, and _ Lipchitz 
was not. The company 
also said Lipchitz was 
not a “team player.” 

Lipchitz declined 
to comment on any of 
Raytheon’s con- 
tentions, noting that 
the company is con- 
sidering an appeal of 
the judgment. 

But her attorney, 
Jody Newman, said 
she was “gratified 
that the jury agreed 
that (Lipchitz’s) pro- 
motion was denied 


chitz filed her complaint with the Mass- 
achusetts Commission Against Dis- 
crimination. The suit alleged that prior 
to the complaint, Lipchitz had received 
the highest possible performance rat- 
ings, and had also been awarded merit 
pay and bonuses. 

It was only after the complaint that 
she received a mediocre “above aver- 
age” rating — the lowest in her career

The suit also claimed that Azadian, 
hired 14 years after Lipchitz, was pro- 
moted because Raytheon’s top execu- 
tives “... were exclusively male,” and 
would be more comfortable with a male 
doctor. 

Lipchitz, who still works at the 
Andover plant as a supervisory physi- 
cian, provided medical services to

Brown University student 
David McManus, son of 
Doherty Middle School Prin-

A receptionist outside the 
company building this week 
said she was not allowed to 
provide any information 
about the firm, including 
when shift changes occurred.

true kindness 


We live in a time when it is tough to 
avoid getting a bit cynical about reli- 
gious holidays. 

While Christmas is one of the holiest 
days of the year for Christians, many of 
them feel as if they have to tiptoe 
around it, for fear of either offending 
someone, or getting into some kind of 
legal trouble. 

Not only has it been commercialized 
to the point of blotting out what used to 
be called “the meaning of Christmas,” 
it has been renamed as “the holiday 
season,” or some other generic term, to 
ensure that there is not the slightest 
hint of violating the “separation of 
church and state” — a rule that never 
existed in the Constitution, and has 
been created by the courts. 

But in the face of that, members of a 
local Jewish congregation are, by their 
actions, pushing that cynicism aside. 

While they obviously don’t celebrate 
Christmas themselves, not only are 
nearly two dozen members of the local 
Temple Emanuel willing to use the 
term, they are also going out of their 
way to make it possible for Christians 
to celebrate it. 

It’s called Project Ezra, and under 
the sponsorship of the Synagogue 
Council of Massachusetts, local mem- 
bers of the congregation, directed by 
volunteer coordinator Amy Sebell, will 
help to staff Wingate Nursing Home 
and Academy Manor Nursing home, 
both in Andover, Sutton Hill Nursing 
Home in North Andover, and the Day- 
break shelter in Lawrence. 

“Ezra,” taken from the Hebrew word 
“ozer” — to help — is an effort by the 
council to promote interdenomination- 
al understanding, dialogue and collab- 
orative efforts. 

It is also a tangible way to put faith 
into practice, and to be kind to others. 

Of course there will always be fun- 
damental and irreconcilable differ- 
ences between the beliefs of Jews and 
Christians. But there are also numer- 
ous things they share, with one anoth- 
er and with those of other faiths. And 
this congregation’s example, of empha- 
sizing those things in common, is an 
example we would all do well to follow. 

We can start by saying thanks.

According to 
spokesman Robert McWade, those 
issues have not been finalized, and 
therefore it would be “premature” to 
comment on them. 

Of course, there are other things that 
have not been finalized either, and 
Peter D’Angelo, Raytheon Company’s 
executive vice president and chief finan- 
cial officer, issued several disclaimers 
about the “uncertainties of the market,” 
when, talking about them. 

But at least those were on the table. 

So, with nothing definitive coming 
from corporate leaders, the job implica- 
tions for Andover, where a Raytheon 
missile plant employs about 4,500, 
remain somewhat uncertain. 

It is known that one of the goals of the 
new merger is to cut costs by about 10 
percent, which will mean the closing of a 
dozen defense plants and job cuts rang- 
ing from 8,000 to 10,000. And William 
Swanson, the new chairman and CEO 
of Raytheon Systems Company, did 
acknowledge the obvious — that the 
new company doesn’t need two plants to 
assemble advanced medium range air- 
to-air missiles (AMRAAM).

The Andover High 
School boys hockey team 
may have suffered defeat in 
their opener last Tuesday, 
losing to North Middlesex 9- 
1. But if they are true 
Andover athletes, they lost 
like champions. 

That’s the creed of Jim 
Hurley, Andover’s athletic 
director of 10 years: Win 
like a champion and lose 
like a champion. 

He tries to help the ath- 
letes and coaches at 
Andover High maintain 
that philosophy with con- 
stant encouragement and 
reinforcement of good 
sportsmanship. 

And the results say he’s 
a successful man. This 
year, high school athletes 
were recognized for all the 
things they didn’t do: their 
good behavior was reward- 
ed by the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association, which hon- 
ored Andover High with 
the MIAA’s third annual 
Sportsmanship Award. 

“We have very high expectations for 
the kids and their behavior,” says Hur- 
ley of the department standards that 
contribute to the attitude. 

Andover High was chosen from 50 
schools in its MIAA district, one of eight 
districts in the state, Hurley says. The 
MIAA is made up of athletic directors 
statewide, and no one is allowed to nom- 
inate themselves for the award. 

Coaches say their teams are known 
for good sportsmanship for a variety of 
reasons, including behavior on and off 
the courts. 

According to boys basketball coach 
David Fazio, a Barnstable school princi- 
pal wrote AHS Principal Ellen Parker to

commend team members for their good 
behavior when visiting — right down to 
taking off their hats inside. 

“Be a good person first, be a good stu- 
dent, and then be a good player, in that 
order,” says Fazio of the attitude he tries 
to foster on the team. 


Immediate consequences 

Hurley says one key for coaches is to 
address displays of bad and good sports- 
manship immediately. 

Exhibit A? Members of last year’s 
boys hockey team were caught drinking, 
and are suffering the consequences 
today. According to hockey coach Bill 
Cullen, 13 of the 20 players were sus- 
pended for two games and were sen-

tenced to 50 hours of community service 
before they could try out for this year’s 
team. 

They served their 50 hours this sum- 
mer, and sat out their second game last 
Tuesday.

“They took care of their end of the 
bargain, served their 50 hours and never 
complained,” he says, and added that 
they were training for the past three and 
a half weeks knowing they wouldn’t be 
able to play in Tuesday’s opening game.

problem and determine the 
| punishment. 

Holding the line on poli- 
cies for behavior is the key, 
he says. 

“Tempers flare more 
here than in any other 
sport. And kids have to put 
up their hands to defend 
themselves, but if they 
retaliate, they do not play,” 
Cullen says. 

For the girls basketball 
team, their deterrent is the 
opposite: if they receive a 
technical foul, they are 
sent out to do some run- 
ning, according to coach 
Jim Tildsley. But no one 
could confirm the amount 
of running required to 
ij work off a technical foul 
i because no one ever 
received one under Tilds- 
ley, he says. 

One of his players, Kris- 
ten Foley, who also plays 
volleyball, track and soc- 
cer, says she keeps an eye 
out for lack of sportsman- 
ship on other’ teams 
because it reveals their 
weaknesses. 

“Tf they play dirty, you know where 
to push their buttons,” she says. 

The girls basketball team doesn’t give 
in to such weaknesses, they say, because 
a bad attitude would just bring down the 
whole team. 

“You're not just playing for yourself. 
It’s for the school and the town. You 
don’t want to let them down,” said Sarah 
Muller, a senior who has also played soc- 
cer and track. 

That perspective may be a result of 
Tildsley’s efforts to encourage the girls 
to think of themselves as role models. 

The girls are respected throughout

Block schedule battered 

Although it was the teachers union 
that signed a new contract with a gag 
order regarding block scheduling, it 
was the School Committee and school 
administration who weren’t talking 
about the block in September. That’s 
because the high school began the 
school year with serious scheduling 
problems. Without the “hybrid” block 
they wanted available, at the last 
minute the school tried a make-shift 
schedule that resulted in many stu- 
dents having lots of free time. The 
scheduling problems were not caused 
by a computer program itself as first 
alleged, but rather by a still unnamed 
high school administrator. 


Land, money for senior center 

A few years after a major Town 
Meeting disappointment, proponents of 
a senior center had reason to celebrate 
at an April Town Meeting after fellow 
residents gave them a legitimate shot at 
building a senior center in town. Land 
for a new center in hand and $500,000 
for planning in pocket, it appeared pro- 
ponents could focus on raising the few 
million they said they needed to begin 
building. It has since been determined 
that the land donated behind Doherty 
Middle School is probably not suitable 
for such a building, but other land is 
being pursued, including an offer to 
renovate a Phillips Academy building 
for use. 
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On and on — It seemed that construction at 
Andover High School would never end. 
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A super year — The Andover High girls basketball team went unde- 
feated until they met Braintree in the state tourney. Here senior cen- 


ter Sue Tully posts up an opponent. 


Girls basketball makes states 

The Andover girls basketball team 
had a fully successful season as they 
reached the state semi-finals behind the 
strong play of center Sue Tully and twin 
long-range killers Charlotte and Sarah 
Muller. The team has lost only one play- 
er, senior Tully, who averaged a “dou- 
ble-double” during the 1996-1997 season, 
and its players have begun the 1997-1998 
season like golden warriors again, 
crushing their first few opponents in 
gleaming victories. 


Downtown gridlock 
While a number of major road pro- 
jects were underway around town, sev- 
eral of these were in the - 
downtown area. This led to 
frequent complaints by 
commuters that it was tak- 
ing as much as 30 minutes 
at times to travel the short 
distance on Main Street 
from Shawsheen Square to 
Phillips Academy. The 
chief culprits were a town 
project to replace water 
mains on North Main 
Street, and a state project 
encouraged by Phillips to 
shrink South Main Street 
at Phillips 
down from 
two lanes in 
each_ direc- 
tion to one. 
Phillips offi- 
cials thought 
this would Route 28 a safer 
road for students to cross. 


building. 


AHS construction in 
third year 

The third year of a pro- 
ject that was supposed to 
end in August, 1996, began 
with that falling concrete 
chunk, but as the year 
ends things seem to have 
fallen into place. The con- 


tractor’s presidents have said they are 
tired of trying to change things by telling 
residents about architect’s design prob- 
lems and have been quiet for months, 
and it appears the project is staying on 
its newest schedule of finishing in 
March, 1998. 

But the year was not without its prob- 
lems. The fire department threatened to 
close the school after April vacation 
because the architect, despite promises, 
had never bothered to correct a design 
problem involving the smioke evacuation 
system in the school. For the third year 
in a row there was also concern that 
school might not start on time, but a late 
start was avoided when the contractor 
worked overtime. 
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They call this spring? An April Fool’s Day snow- 
storm took the region by surprise, leaving two 
feet of winter on the town, and the Townsman 


April Fool’s: two feet of snow 
Nature played a trick on Andover and 
much of the Northeast dumping a rare 
early April storm of mammoth propor- 
tions. Andover used 40 plows and many 
drivers were out on the roads for more 
than 24 hours, trying to keep up with the 
more than two feet of snow dumped on 
the town. Schools, businesses and power 
lines found themselves closed down by

ter, on Federal Street and what will soon 
be Minuteman Park. 

Only two industrial buildings were 
constructed the previous year, totaling 
271,000 square feet, Colyer says. One of 
those buildings — about 120,000 square 
feet on River Road — was built on 
“spec,” or without a tenant, and is now 
occupied by Boston Properties, Colyer 
says. | 

While Andover was once know as the 
“bedroom community” to staffers of 
high-tech companies along Routes 128 | 
and 93, it’s now the bedroom communi- 
ty for the high-tech belt along Route 495. 

The last five industrial buildings 
approved in the River Road area were 
built on “spec.” That type of develop- | 
ment is the sign of a strong economy, as | 
developers are confident enough the 
buildings will fill up, he says. 

“It is getting competitive. They 
(developers) don’t want to miss this 
window,” says Colyer of developers 
who are banking on the strong economy 
to hold out, unlike it did in the early 
90s. 

“Money was flying all over the place 
until the crash,” Colyer says. “That’s the 
gamble (developers) take.” 

Michael Miller, chairman and five- 
year veteran of the Planning Board 
agrees that the commercial and industrial 
boom near River Road, Routes 98 and 495 
is a function of location, economy and lack 
of space closer to Boston. 

“Those were areas planned and 
designed to be industrial and I think this 
was a fulfillment of that plan,” Miller says. 


Location Location Location 

But as business development runs 
rampant, residential spaces are getting 
crunched, and as a result, the remaining 
lots are “much more sensitive,” says 
Miller, in that their designs have a 
greater impact on surrounding proper- 
ties as buildings get closer together and 
more and more of the remaining land is 
wetlands. 

Residential growth has slowed to 1 
percent of the total population per year 
for the last 10 years, down from a rate of 
2-percent growth each year for the pre- 
vious decade, Colyer says. 

But the rate of growth is less relevant 
to the way the town changes than the 
location and the type of growth, he says, 
noting that you could get five different 
reactions in five different neighbor- 
hoods. 

When 65 lots were developed at the 
Somerset Estates on North Road, on the 
town sewer system, there was “not a 
peep,” says Colyer, but when a smaller 
subdivision went into Jenkins Road in 
West Andover, “all hell breaks loose,” he 
says. 

The trend in residential develop- 
ments has moved away from subdivi- 
sions and toward larger single family 
homes for several reasons, planners say. 

According to Miller, as the town gets 
closer to “build out” or complete lack of 
buildable land, the lots that remain 
carry many restrictions that serve as 
inspiration to the daring few developers. 

“Let’s just say we're seeing things 
that are very creative coming from engi- 
neers,” Miller says. 

Some developers are building bigger 


homes to get “more bang for the buck,” 
Colyer says. Other developers think 
twice since zoning regulations are 
more restrictive — so much so that a 
parcel that once could have legally 
held 10 homes now may only hold five. 

The changes are a result of a trio of 
zoning by laws, a change in slope 
requirements, uplands requirements 
and side-yard setbacks, passed at last 
year’s Town Meeting. Alone they 
might be insignificant, but together 
they have an impact on development 
town wide, Colyer says. 

Miller says that while those kinds of 
bylaws are the parts of planning the 
Planning Board rarely gets to tackle 
among marathon meetings and appli- 
cation hearings, they are becoming 
more and more necessary. 

Issues like keeping tabs on the Mas- 
ter plan and rezoning areas are the 
ways the Planning Board can “get 
ahead of the curve as opposed to sim- 
ply reacting to the proposal in front of 
you,” Miller says. :

tor Stephen Colyer says the problem

Many Andover businesses are

allowing people to create their own 
shifts. 

Colyer’s job, when it comes to traf- 
fic, is to coordinate road improve- 
ments with the state and federal gov- 
ernments and to keep the arent mov- 
ing as well as traffic. 

“Traffic is a byproduct of the econo- 
my, and the way we think,” he says.

used to describe residential develop- 

ment. But it doesn’t appear that man- 

sions will be the predominant form of 
housing in town anytime soon. 

A breakdown of the value of existing 
homes in Andover shows homes valued at 
more than $400,000 to be less than 10 per- 
cent of the housing stock, and those val- 
ued at more than $500,000 to be about 3 
percent (see chart). 

More than 75 percent of local housing 
stock remains valued at less than 
$300,000, but the trend in new home con- 
struction is nothing short of $600,000 
homes, says Assessor William Krajeski. 

While the last big peak in residential 
construction ended around 1989, Krajeski 
says, not one new home built in Andover 
this year was valued at less than $600,000. 

As planning director, Colyer says his 
job is to concentrate on environmental 
impacts and “fine tuning” of develop- 
ments rather than the big picture, but the 
two must be carefully coordinated. — 

To keep the big picture in clear view, 
Senior Planner Laura DeGroot is head- 
ing a study to assess the financial 
impacts of recent development on town 
services. 

The study should determine exactly 
how much new residents have cost the 
town, and where, in the past few years. 

The results may or may not have an 
impact on development decisions in the 
future, Colyer says, but when a resident 
blames newcomers or “blow-ins” for 
overcrowding at their child’s elementary 
school, the numbers should settle some 
disputes. 

While the big picture is outlined in 
theory by the Master Plan, which was 
created through public meetings with 
planners and residents and adopted by 
the Planning Board in 1992, the Zoning 
Bylaws are the enforceable version of the 
Master Plan, Colyer says. 

Building inspector Kaija Gilmore says 
her department issued 1,225 building 
permits in 1997. The breakdown of the 
type of permits, commercial/industrial 
or residential permits, is expected to be 
available in January.

the town, he says, largely because 
of the way they treat the younger 
kids who look up to them. 

The five team members who

Displays of sportsmanship do 
vary according to the sport, coach- 
es say. 

Track coach Arthur Iworsley 
manages nearly 80 team members 
in events that really depend on 
individual performance. 

“It’s kind of hard to blame the 
field when you don’t do well. In 
track, you either did it or you did- 
n’t do it,” he says. 

The organization of track, 35 
‘boys and 35 girls, means team 
members are used to hanging out 
in crowds, and work on communi- 
ty events together like Toys for 
Tots drives, Iworsley says. 

He even encourages sports- 
manship to the point where he 
discourages post-victory chants 
like “We’re No. 1,” in front of the 
losing team. “They can save that 
for the bus,” he says. 

Senior Barbara Contos, cap- 
tain of the soccer and indoor/out-

team member. 

“Tt takes a lot of teamwork. You 
can win each individual event, 
but you have to go out to each per- 
son on the team,” she said of her 
role as captain.

Walsh show teamwork in their co- 
coaching of the ski team. 

Sportsmanship for them comes 
naturally because the nature of 
the sport tends to focus on pro- 
moting skiing and less on victory 
and defeat, Lippmann says. 

Captain Elizabeth Tardugno 
takes her role seriously enough to 
freeze her fingers. 

“When you're tired, cold and 
wet after your run, you can’t go 
inside. You have to stay out to 
cheer on the rest of the team, and 
they'll do that for you,” she says. 

Football coach Ken Maglio said 
he can’t recall one Andover ath- 
lete he’s coached who displayed a 
bad attitude to him in his 26 years 
of coaching football and baseball 
(he’s been head football coach for 
two years). 

“Even if they didn’t have a fan- 
tastic record, they worked hard 
every day. We may not always 
have the best talent, but they gave 
everything they had,” he says. 

Maglio credits the positive atti- 
tude of the coaches, the athletic 
department in general, and par- 
ents. 

“Nobody embarrasses anybody 
else, and I think the kids pick up 
on that. We stress that good things 
happen to good people,” he says.

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Officials: Keep Collins Center primarily for schools 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

Local officials discussing the 
resurrection of the Collins Center 
for the Performing Arts agree that 
its major use should be school- 
focused. 

If it is to be used for larger-scale 
productions, it would have to be 
done without costing the town, 
they say, and they are still seeking 
proposals for such an arrange- 
ment. 

More than 15 people turned out 
for a meeting of the Ad Hoc 
Finance Committee, an advisory 
board to the School Committee, 
which is charged with reviewing 
Collins Center plans, says Ad Hoc 
committee member Sheldon Fine. 

That committee is slated to 
meet again on Jan. 14, and plans to 
make a formal recommendation to 
the School Committee at its Jan. 20 
meeting. 

Fine says that while the Ad Hoc 
committee is still seeking propos- 
als for management of the Center, 
members agreed that it should be 
run primarily as a high school 
auditorium. 

“We don’t want to jump into 
something grandiose just yet,” he 
says. 

Finance Committee member 


Don Robb also attended the meet- 


“T’m concerned that the town is 
probably not in the position of run- 
ning a theater. We (town officials) 
are looking for a community facili- 
ty that is not a drain, but not a 
money generator either,” Robb 
says of his vision for the center. 

School Committee chairman 
Tina Girdwood says the town’s 
experience working with nonprof- 
it groups gives that arrangement a 
better chance than it had in the 
past. The nonprofit Andover 
Endowment for the Arts ran the 
center until it folded in 1990. 

Girdwood believes a nonprofit 
group could be a success at the cen- 
ter. 

“These things happen because 
people are committed,” says Gird- 
wood, a former founder of 
Andover Recycles, a nonprofit 
group that handled recycling for 
Andover in the 1970s until it was 
taken over by the town. 

The key, Girdwood says, is find- 
ing a professional manager at a 
reasonable cost. 

“As soon as you have people 
with (very large) salaries, it’s cur- 
tains,” she says.

Squeegee robbers scrape 
together nearly $400

A trio of thieves charged across 
Route 125 last Wednesday, 
smashed their way into an open- 
for-business gas station and stole 
nearly $400 in cash, say police.

was counting money, and tried to 
hold the door closed with his foot, 
he says.

also a concern of Robb’s. He believes the center 
could be a home for school, community and pro- 
fessional theater productions if the manage- 
ment can strike the right balance between those 
three kinds of productions.

check had passed hands. 

“He (Kiley) was involved with a former 
business associate and that business associ- 
ate was threatening to report him to the 
authorities alleging that (Kiley) had commit- 
ted fraud on numerous occasions,” says 
Detective Don Pattullo. 

Baptist knew Kiley because he had been 
involved with setting up television advertise- 
ments for the lawyer more than a year ago, 
says Pattullo. 

“His business was failing, so he was trying 
to make ends meet, I guess,” says Pattullo of 
the alleged extortionist. 

Baptist was held in the Andover station 
overnight Monday on $25,000 bail, and was 
expected to be arraigned Tuesday morning. 

Police say the case is still being investigat- 
ed, and believe other people may be involved. 
Baptist allegedly brought up the $10,000 fig- 
ure after Kiley came to police with what 
Kiley believed was a less serious situation, 
says Pattullo. 

In fact, Pattullo says Baptist had called 
Kiley’s office on several occasions since Dec. 
12, and Kiley came to police Dec. 19 wonder- 
ing what to do about what he considered to be 
harassing phone calls. 

“We met Tom on the 19th,” says Pattullo. 
“He came looking for advice, because his 
office was receiving numerous phone calls 
from this guy.”

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Search is still on 
for Senior Center 


By Neil Fater 

It appears a senior center will not be built 
behind Doherty Middle School on the land resi- 
dents gave to seniors at April Town Meeting. 

Because of water in that area, Marty Epstein, 
Andover’s Council on Aging chairman, says it’s 
“very unlikely” a senior center will be built on 
that softball land. Seniors are now focusing most 
of their attention on a town-owned site by the 
West Fire Station on Chandler Road, and on a 
proposal to renovate and then use a Phillips 
Academy building closer to downtown. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski also says the 
town may again advertise for other plots, because 
town officials have heard that some people are 
considering selling land. 

The chief problem with the land behind Doher- 
ty is that a brook runs by the area, giving conser- 
vation officials control of some of the land. 

“The regulations state they have full control 
over those first 200 feet,” says Epstein. “You can 
not downgrade the area. You could landscape but 
you couldn’t pave it or build on it. 

“This leaves maybe an acre and a half at most, 
or maybe an acre and a quarter, which isn’t much 
land,” he says. Seniors would also need to build a 
potentially expensive detention pond if they built 
behind Doherty, he says. 

“On balance it looks like it’s going to be diffi- 
cult to build a senior center there,” says Epstein, 
“even if we build a multi-story building.” 

But proponents of a senior center still have 
viable sites under consideration. Epstein says he 
hopes the Council on Aging will select a site by 
the end of March, 1998, with input from an archi- 
tect. A request for proposals to attract architects 
was posted last Wednesday, Dec. 17, he says. 

The West Andover site contains six or seven 
acres between Greenwood and Chandler roads. 
Seniors say they’re looking for at least three 
acres, so there’s plenty of land there and Epstein 


Says engineers found no wetlands problems. 


“There’s no obvious 
further out of town than 


problems other than it’s 
you’d want it to be,” says 


Epstein. “That’s a definite possibility. 


“It’s a beautiful site. 


I wish I could pick it up 


and put it in downtown Andover,” he says. 
But Epstein says seniors would want a com- 
mitment from the town that it would provide pub- 


lic transportation out to 


the new center for those 


who can’t drive themselves. 

“I don’t see that as a problem,” says Stapczyn- 
ski. “That’s something we’d have to work 
through with the Merrimack Valley Regional 


Transit Authority.” 

As for seniors reno- 
vating Williams Hall at 
Phillips Academy, 
Stapczynski says he has 
taken the lead in negoti- 
ations with the school. 
He says Phillips has 
offered a 25-year lease, 
but it appears the Coun- 
cil on Aging may want a 
longer-term deal. 

“We would certainly 
have to have a long- 
term lease,” says 
Epstein. “We don’t want 
to go back over all this 
again in 25 years.” 

Epstein also notes 
that it could be quite 
costly to renovate an 
existing building and 
construct a _ 20,000- 
square-foot addition, as 
the seniors would prob- 
ably need to do. 

“At this point its 
speculative, but it cer- 
tainly is a_ beautiful 
place to have a senior 
center,” says Epstein.
